the forty-two doing business in Alameda county, in the form of 
deposits, with every reason to assume that ai least $10,000,000 
rests in individual safe deposit boxes to fall back upon subject 
to demand. 
Effect on Real Estate 


Of coni'so, such conditions as have been mentioned could not 


fail to influence trading in realty. With the exception of only 
a brief period in the earlier part of the year, when trading of 
this character was temporarily suspended owing to the finan- 
cial stringency which existed in olher parts of the country and 
in the money centers of the Old World, investment in real estate 
in Alimoda county has been normally active. A conservative 
e&tinnte of the transactions of the year in Alameda county rep- 
resen-i the handling of about $25,000,000, of which $15,000,000 
has related directly to Oakland property. And during the year 
now dawning before us, the prospects are that the activity in 
this kind of investment will be more intensified than it has .ever 


before.

Thai work has gone steadily on through the months of financial de- 
pression, as well as through the lal'.-r period of business and financial 
revival. 
And in every case, regardless of the location of these sites 


for new homes, street extensions have been made up to them to 
make them accessible, and ail the street, sidewalk and sewer im- 
provements have been made on the thoroughfares opened through 
them, in order to make them available for immediate occupation 


, for residence purpose;-. The lots have been in active demand. Pur- 
| chasers have erected homes which they now tenant. 
F.leclric trac- 


tion service is reaching out to them wherever they are located and 
their settlement has begun. 
And I he continuous inflow nf new peo- 


ple into the community encourages the subdivision of more territory. 
Influential Factors at Work 


Four great factors are actively fit work in Oakland and i i s 


environs today influencing real estate values, namely, railroad con- 
struction, the opening of boulevards, park improvement and the 
utilization of the waiter front by commerce. A most remarkable illus- 
tration of the effect of boulevard construction on property values 
is given by the Scenic boulevard constructed by the county eastward 
from Fruilvale. 
It lias been laid out through a dairy ranch which, 


up to the time of the opening of ihe boulevard, had practically no 
higher value in the realty market than that of pasture land for milch 
cows. Since the boulevard was opened the former milk ranch has 
been invaded by settlement. A section of it was recently purchased 
for $150,000, and it is being subdivided into home lots on the basis 
of a valuation of $200,000, and, in all probability, an even lurg-er 
profit will ultimately be derived from it. Another illustration of big 
advance in the value of realty and the expansion of the city occurs in 
the forty-acre tract formerly known as the Carmany property, lo- 
cated, before the stirring events of two and a half years ago, the 
better part of a mile beyond Lynn on the county road leading over 
the rolling foothills 10 Jack Hays Canyon. 
Within the past year 


the land lias been subdivided into building lots, terraced streets have 
been opened, sewered, curbed ancl sidewalked, and fancy lots of 
comparatively small area and frontage have been sold for $1500 and 
upward apiece, and the tract is being- built upon with handsome resi- 
dences, and Ihe plans of immediate development of now wild land 
on the opposite side of Trestle Glen, one-half mile or more to the 
northwest, with electric trolley car service, are to be carried out at an 
early clay. These tracts are now commanding values per building 
lot many times greater than the acreage price placed upon them less 
than three years ago as pasture land, 
in the neighborhood of every 


piece of park land, of which the city has acquired possession within 
the past two years, and which is at present being improved for park 
purposes, residence property has multiplied many times over in 
value and is steadily on the up-grade. 


Street improvements, street railway extensions, the coming elec- 


trization of local steam railroads; the advent of the Western Pacific 
Railroad into the city along the south side: present and prospective 
operations and plans for the improvement, of the water front, from

limited, as all the sources of elec- 
tric power generated by the great 
plants installed on the streams of 
the Sierra are available to the dis- 
trict through the agency of the 
transmission lines which traverse 
it to supply the wants of the bay 
cities for 'light and'power.

Sierra streams are capable of de-

The modern street car systems of our great 


cities arc eloquent examples of progress which 
this demand for time-saving has brought into 
being. When competition was less keen, when 
time was not such an important element in suc- 
cess, the business man was content to walk or 
drive his own carriage to his office. 
As cities 


giew there arose a demand for some means of

The modern city is a

Business districts tend to cen- 


ter around a certain hub, tend to become con- 
ges-ted.

erations are conducted expands it encroaches 
Upon the residence sections-, which are pushed 
out nearer the rim of the wheel whose hub is 
the commercial portion of the city. 
As the 


city grows the residence section is pushed 
farthet and f a r t h e r away, until the main diffi- 
culty that confronts the man who has his of- 
fice or place of business down town is how to 
get down town most rapidly and how to re- 
turn home with the greatest dispatch.

Therein is seen the wonderful convenience

out feeders into new districts, connecting with

to force the s>ys em to pay big dividends at the 
expense of maintenance artel up-keep.

in Itself, a telling proof of their mag- 
nitude and great importance. 


As a Mineral Producer 


- In ordinary description of Alamscla 
county, little tonslcleration IH given to 
Its mineral resources. Indeed, Its ag- 
ricultural and manufacturing Interests 
are so much greater that In the popu- 
lar mind Its mineral wealth Is entirely 
overlooked. 
It possesses a great va- 


riety of minerals, nevertheless; and 1n 
the records o' tho State Mining Bu- 
reau for the year 1907 It figures as 
the 
eleventh 
In Importance ' of the 


mining counties of the State, with an 
output valued at 
»1,286,493 to Its 


credit. That year-'Tuba county came 
to the front as u gold producer as the 
result' of the Introduction o£ dredging 
In the bed ot the Tuba river, yielding 
$1,773,877, as against $800 In 1906. 


The productive minerals credited in 


the State Mining Bureau's bulletin for 


1907 
to Alamcda county consist of 


pyrites, $54,110: salt. $163,127; mug- 
rieslte, $33,300; asphalt, $14,400; brick 
and clay, $488,049; macadam, $461,- 
726, 
and rubble, $50,883, 
The county 


contains, however, valuab'e deposits of 
bultUing stone, coal, kaolin, glass-pro- 
ducing sand, quicksilver and numerous 
other minerals of minor value. 
After 


being shut down for over three years, 
th,e Phoenix quicksilver'mine, located 
In the northeastern corner of the coun- 
ty, in which tho Alvlnza Hnyward es- 
tate was largely Interested. Is to be 
reopened after the 1st of January; and, 
after' an expenditure of. about $5000 
:,fpr the completion of the retorts, It 
'is expected the property will be on a 
paying basis. 


Good County Roads. 


During the past year much attention 


has been given by the Board of Su- 
pervisors tt> tile improvement of the 
county roads. 
The policy of the board 


has been to make all bridges and cul- 
verts permanent concrete structures, 
ar.-J. to keep the surface of the county 
roads constantly In good repair. 
As a 


result no county in tl}e State lias bet- 
ter roadways than Alameda county. It 
has become, therefore, the most popu- 
lar of all the bay counties for automo- 
Ulllng. 


Much of the valley land lying be- 


tween the base of the Contra (-'osta 
range and tho bay shore, from Xiles 
to tho northwestern corner of the 
county, I« being rapidly settled up. 
There are located in this territory a 
dozen or moro towns and settlements, 
tho growth of ninny of which during 
the. past year has been phenomenal. 


Newest and 


Most Prosperous Suburbs 


The 
evidences of tills marvelous 


grovvth in improv<imen'a and popula- 
tion are, naturally, mo''e conspicuous 
In tho settlements bordering on the 
cities on tho east side o'i' the bay—par- 
ticularly thanes adjolnli g Oakland on 
the east—than they aru at remoter 
points. 
To all Intents and purposes, 


save In name, Frultval > and Mglroao 
urn an integral part o' Oakland, for 
there are no natural or artificial laud- 
marks visible, and no b -oak In private 
and public improvement to marlc the 
line where municipal jurisdiction ter- 
minates and that of the 
county In 


Frultvale begins. The t-vo sanitary dis- 
tricts—Nos. 1 and 2—which are rec- 
ognized by the 
older 
residents 
as 


Frultvalo proper, arc estimated to 
contain a population o' about 10,000. 
During the past year tula section has 
made much progress. 
The building 


of new residence-' has been active. 
Every month throughout the year has 
witnessed the starting of sixteen or 
twenty new houses. At a moderate es- 
timate 
these 
private 
Improvements 


represent an outlay of from $250,000 
to $350,000. 
Much money has also 


been spent in tho construction of sew- 
ors, culvert's, bridges, roadbeds and 
other public Improvements. 
During 


the year, also, a bondi d Indebtedness 
o£ $100,000 for public Improvements 
was incurred by popular vote. 
Of: this 


sum about $15,000 is to be spent for a 
new school building on the Westclahl 
tract, a recent addition to Frultvtile, 
and from $15,000 to S20.000 for an- 
other school hoiiHo on the Latham 
tract, which has suddenly become a 
populous suburban settlement. 
Tho 


remainder of the money derived from 
the sale ol! the bonds Is to bo spent 
for much-needed tuldlti ins to the older 
school buildings, and for new lire en- 
gines and engine houses, the necessity 
for all of which' public utilities speaks 
eloquently of the marvelous growth of 
population which has recently taken 
place, and which is i-tlll continuing 
unremittingly In (his section of Oak- 
land's suburbs. 


So great has been the expansion of 


Frultvale' and so comrested has be- 
come tlie population within recent 
times that the nocess'ty for release 
from the paternal control oC the coun- 
ty government and the assumption oC 
self-government1, with all its obliga- 
tions, in order to acquire the larger 
benefits o£ municipal life, manifested 
itself, so acutely clui-iiif the past year 
that an effort' was ma.le to establish 
a town government, and an election 
was held for the purpuse of incorpo- 
rating as such uniler the Stata law. 
But tho effort wan abortive, the senti- 
ment against assuming tho obligations 
and responsibilities of .in Independent 
municipal existence ai'd In favor of 
annexation to the pare it city of Oak- 
land being too strong to overcome. 


The majority of the vta cast wa:j do- 
piBlvely against Incorporation. Tho re- 
sult has strengthened the movement 
for annexation to Oakland, with which 
Fruitvalo's interests are Inseparably 
associated. 
It Is only a question of a 


short time, indeed, when Frultvula will 
petition for the privilege and annexu- 
tlon will follow. If there Is any delay 
in this matter, it will be due to thi 
fact that the annexation movement, 
which has invaded tho populous set- 
tlements lying east of Frultvale arid 
Mrlrose as far as San I^eandro creek, 
will not 
have 
fully 
ripened when 


Frultvale is ready. Popular sentiment 
In favor of annexation is, however, 
rapidly crystallizing throughout all ol' 
this populous territory. 


Fruitvale Prospects. 


Notwithstanding the temporary in- 


dustrial and financial depression in the 
aarliur part of the year, the vfUuo oi 
realty 
has 
advanced 
in 
Frultvale 


Along the line of the avenue, on Four- 
teenth street, popularly known IIH the 
San Lenndro road, a.ni.1 along the line 
of tha Scenli: boulevard. In' tha rest 
of the Frultvale district, while prop- 
erty values have not made any niatf- 
rlal advance during the year, they 
have, held their own nrmly. 
Fruit- 


vale's early prospects are so encour- 
aging that owners of realty, whether 
improved or unimproved, aro holding 
on tenaciously to their 
possessions. 


The outlook for Frultvale Is, indeed, 
bright. 
In the territory adjacent to 


the tidal canal important changes have 
begun 
to bo made. 
Work on the 


Southern Pacific Company's big elec- 
tric power plant has begun and that 
will be a great factor In Fruitvale's 
future progres's. Other manufactories 
are 
occupying tho 
same 
territory, 


and with tho opening of the canal to 
navigation, which Is now assured, the 
north bank will soon becomo n scene 
of commercial activity. 
Small craft 


carrying hay, grain and other farm or- 
chard and garden produce will utilize 
it, once it Is open to navigation. 
The 


eagerness with which vessels engaged 
in this trade desire to use tho canal 
la illustrated by the fact that' craft 
carrying potatoes and other field pro- 
duct) now enter that: section of the 
canal east ot High-street bfldgo by 
sailing up San Leandro bay to reach It 
and load and discharge cargo from the 
bank, with tha aid of such primitive 
appliances as ordinary falls and tackle. 


Much Is expected from the Influence 


of. the Western Pacific Railroad. 
It 


has stimulated the business quarters 
of. Frultvulo through which It passes. 
Its ilnal effect on property In that, 
vicinity and on tlia development of 
territory more remotely located 
In 


Frultvale will depend upon the loca- 
tion of the new railroad company's 
local station, which has not yet beer 
announced. But the signs of the tlme;i 
seem to be unmistakable that between 
the two railroads, the electrisation and 
expansion 
of 
the 
.Southern 
Pacific. 


Company's present local lines, the es- 
tablishment ot new Industrie* unit the 
opening of Sun Leandro canal to nav- 
igation, great and Important changen 
are on the eve of laking place In 
Frultvale.

Bouth contain no establishment so 
complete und perfect in lt« equipment. 
A large chemical work* la the latest 
acquisition of the settlement. 


Melrose Is expanding in all direc- 


tions. 
It is rapidly *Qoveta»illns into 


Fruitvnle, Allendale and FUohburif, so 
that in a year or two moro the line of 
division between these communities 
will be no longer distinguishable. 
The 


increaee In population in ivtelroae has 
been so groat during the year that Its 
school facilities have fallen short of 
the demands of Its people. Basements 
and stores and other substitutes for 
properly equipped schoolrooms have 
been utilized t'o accommodate the chil- 
dren of school age, and steps have 
been taken to provide it with a new 
school building:, 
Railroad Extensions.

trated by the fact that it sends out an-

distributed not only throughout thi 
State, but throughout the entire coun- 
try. 
The rich .soil nnd equable cli- 


mate has made tho mdustiy a great

New Manufactories. 


During the past year a group of im- 


portant 
manufacturing 
plants 
has 


been located at Nlles, representing an 
outlay of OVCT $350,000. 
This group 


include? the Ames pump manufactur- 
ing plant originally located at Gait. 
Having outgrown its facilities at that 
point, and n more favorable location 
being offered at Niles, its plant was 
removed there and Installed on a 
much larger scale. 
The products of 


thin manufactory are shipped to all 
parts of the United States. 


Another now manufactory of tho 


greatest importance and value to Niles 
Is the California Pressed Brick Com- 
pany, an enterprise which has grown 
directly out of the discovery of an in- 
exhaustible 
bed 
of 
clay 
specially 


adapted to the manufacture of com- 
mon and pressed brick, paving brick, 
sewer pipe, conduit pipe and other 
pottery products. 
The works is one 


of the largest and best equipped brick- 
making plants on the Pacific coasi. 


A large lumber yard and a planing 


mill and box factory are also among 
the recent additions to the industries 
of Nlles. 
These industrial develop- 


ments have led to the construction ot 
a modern hotel and over forty new 
cottages during the past year; the in- 
stallation of a Citizens' Water Com- 
pany, with an excellent, system giving 
the town good flre protection; the cre- 
ation of a fund containing $1000 avail- 
able to the Niles fire department for 
the purchase of fire plugs, hose, etc. 


These industrial developments have 


had a material effect, of course, on tho 
population, which has Increased dur- 
ing the past two years over :iO per 
cent. 
The town now contains a per- 


manent population of 1500. Its roads 
are splendidly macadamized, and evi- 
dences of thrift and 
prosperity are 


visible on every hand. It has an ac'tivo 
and enterprising Chamber of Com- 
merce, which keeps up an interest in 
its business prosperity, and a clean 
and wide-awake weekly newspaper— 
the Washington Press—to exploit the 
town's progress, enterprises and re- 
sources for the information of its read- 
ers at home nnd abroad. It supports 
one banking Institution—Niles State 
Bank—which, in It* last report, tiled 
with the Bank Commissioners, allowed 
deposits amounting to $39,403.81.

IRVINGTON 


One of the County's Pretty and 


Prosperous Villages 


Irvington, once known as AVashlug' 


ton Corners, contains a population of 
about 1000. It is located about four 
miles from Nlles and in the same fer- 
tile belt. 
It is surrounded by vine- 


yards; apricot, prune, almond and jvo.1- 
nut orchards; 
productive 'hny and 


grain fields, and a large area devoted 
to the culture of vegetables, embracing 
peas, 
potatoes, asparagus, 
rhubarb, 


swoet corn, beans and tomatoes. One 
of the latest Industrial experiments in- 
troduced at Irvington is that of rais- 
ins the nilk worm.

Fine poultry farm- 
ng is also among Irvington's Indus- 
tries. 
In former years the Lachman 


Palmdale winery figured conspicuously 
imong the town's manufactories, but 
it i sat present Idle. Still, wine-mak- 
ing continues to be maintained by oth- 
ers as one of the local industries, 


Irvington has always 
taken 
much 


mde in its private and public schools. 
It occupied a high place in academic 
•ducatlonal circles over thirty j ears 
ago and lias retained it since.

Anderson Academy holds an enviable 
position among the private colleges in 
the State devoted to the academic in- 
age attendance of 125 pupils. 
Only 


one church—the Christian—l.s located 
la the town, which is well attended. 
Mission Peak Lodge, No. 114, ]. O. O

many handsome residences, and the

Home for Aged, Infirm Masons, 


Their Widows and Orphans 


Decoto is located in the fertile fruit 


belt between Hayward and Nlles, fot>m- 
mg one of the cluster of attractive and 
flourishing settlements In that section 
of Alameda county. 
The population 


IK small, but thriving. 
It is better 


known, however, through the location 
there several years ago of the Califor- 
nia Masonic Homo for Aged and Infirm 
Masons, and the widows and orphans 
of members of the Masonic, fraternity. 
It Is a large and handsome structure, 
built on the sloping ground at the foot 
of the range in tho center of an eigh- 
ty-foot tract of land. It has given, shel- 
ter, since its completion, lo a large 
number of inmates, where they are 
provided for- with nil the comforts of 
home life and where the children are 
receiving all of the advantages of a 
common school education. 
It is one 


of the most important benevolent in- 
stitutions on the Pacific coast. At Its 
last annual communication, the Ma- 
sonic Grand Lodge of California adopt- 
ed measures for Increasing the useful- 
ness of the Decoto home and assump- 
tion of jurisdiction over the Masonic 
home which has been established by 
the Freemasons of- Southern Califor- 
nia near LOB Angeles. If the negotia- 
tions now pending: are carried out, the 
Docoto home will be reserved exclu- 
sively for orphans and that near Los 
Angeles to the older dependents of the 
order.

OAKLAND'S COMMERCESHOWS 
STEADY AND REMARKABLE 


OMMKR.CK is growing in Oakl; nd harbor at a 


corresponding rate, with the gro'vth of its popu- 
lation and the expansion of its i; cilities for ship- 
ping. There have been some interruptions during 
the past year, however, to its growth, due entire- 
ly to well-known temporary conditions, which 
affected the entire coast commei'cc centering in 
San Francisco bay. For instance the arrivals and 
departures of ocean-going vessel * of all types at 
and from Oakland wharves during the year 1907 
numbered 2120, .with an aggregate tonnage of 
1,013,825 tons. The record of the twelve-month 
ending December 1, 1908, shows .in apparent fall- 
ing off of 196 vessels and a tonnage of 68,392 tons 
in the year's commerce of the port, as compared 
with the record of 1907. This decrease was due 
to the laying/up of the fleet of ^team schooners 
engaged in the coasting trade and making Oak- 


land harbor their home port, during the trouble us period which 
arose between the marine engineers and stoke-s and the ship- 
owners. These steam schooners, which cut so large a figure 
in the commerce of the Pacific, swung idly for many months to 
their mooring before a settlement was. reached 1:y the disputants 
and the vessels resumed their places -in the trade.

unfortunate interruption not occurred the record of the last 
twelvemonth would: have shown a much larger number of ves-

here. It inflated the customs re-

other merchandise consigned to 
Oakland on (he manifests of ship's 
entering San Francisco bay from 
foreign ports arc not entered in 
the Oakland custom house, but 
are entered and the dues on them 
paid at the San Francisco custom- 
house. Only one collier employed 


in the foreign trade is entered 
and cleared 
fmm 
the Oakland 


custorn-house, and yet there is not 
a day through ihe year but that 
some craft is discharging foreign 
cargo at Oakland consigned plain- 
ly on its manifest to this port, on 
which the custons dues have been 
paid in the San Francisco custom- 
house, instead of here. 
During 


the twelvemonth ending Decem- 
ber 1, 1908, ISC-,000 tons of for- 
eign dutiable merchandise, con- 
sisting of coke, coal, pigiron, ce- 
ment, nitrate of soda and fertil- 
izers, were landed at the Long 
Wharf of the Southern Pacific 
Company, on which the duties 
were paid at tl e San Francisco 
custom-house and not at the cus- 
tom-house in thi; city. As will be 
seen from the subjoined tables of 
the receipts of he Oakland cus- 
tom-house for the past two years, 
the establishment is being main- 
tained at a big loss tinder the pres- 
ent system of entering and clear- 
ing Oakland imports and exports 
at San Francisco.

In the case of the latter, the gasoline 
engine is merely an .auxiliary to enable 
the vessel to ma.ke port or go to sea. 
without the aid of a tug or to make 
h e a d w a y ' o n her course against ad- 
verse winds when canvas must 
be 


stowed away. But the favorite type of 
a lumber carrier nowadays Is the oil- 
burning steam schooner so broad in 
the beam that she is able to carry with 
safety a deckload of half a million fret 
which rises flush with the poop and the 
forecastle deck, and sinks tlie hull to 
the scuppers In the water.

this type are to be seen at almost any 
hour of the day pawning In and out: of

INC'E Oakland became a municipality it has been 
recognized as an educational center, and, as 
such, it earned for itself, at an earlv day, the 
appellation of "Tho Athens of the Pacific," and 


it has retained it up to date 


As the home of the educational Insti- 


tution, which served as a foundation 
on which tho University of California 
was erected. It was entitled to then be 
classed as the seat of learning on this 
Far Western section of th" republic 
And while the university was subse- 
quently removed to Berkeley, its classic 
atmosphere is sufficiently near to per- 


vade the whole community with an undying loy- 
alty to learning and determination to maintain 
In its public schools the highest standards of pop- 
ular education. 


There are today In Oakland twenty-two .school 


buildings, two of them—the High and the Manual 
Training and Commercial High schools—devoted 
to the higher education and serving as preparatory 
schools for the entry of students Into the State, 


University; eighteen grammar schools 
and two primary schools. Tho current 
year there have been enrolled 13,002 
pupllB In tlie public schools, 11.491 in 
the grammar and primary classes and 
1511 In tha High schools 
Tho average 


attendance in the grammar nnd pri- 
mary schools has been 10,903 and in 
the High tchools 1411.

Park,

claimed and the land elevated with 
the soil excavated from the great 
pit in which*the foundation walls 
of the so-called Bunkers' Hotel 
have been laid,, and which will 
ultimately constitute the base- 
ment of that tourist and commer- 
cial caravansary. / iid the work 
of reclaiming' the thirty-acre tract 
Iving south of Twelfth street dam 
and east of J'allon street, the ma- 
jor part of which is marsh and 
overflowed tide lands, is now in 
progress.
